larly in 1943, Br.dhiAii'i received from Germany secret an ;ments of 
gold, estimated at about three to four tons for the specific purpose of 
conversion of tnia geld into “wiss francs. 

At about the end of 1942, according to K.fiKHAJBl, the o a nco ixterior 
haa exerted pressure on the Spanish Government not to permit further advances 
to Germans, in view of the heavy German commercial deficit, ihe Germans 
thereupon deposited .old in Gwitierlanc for the purpose of gu.'.rant-.elng 
credits advanced to tills in -vdas francs or the equivalent in -pain, liter 
ony— that is, from December 1942 to early 1943 — the Germans shipped from 
nine to ten tons of this gold to -pain.
